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To the Citizens a the town of va ‘ 


Your Superintending School Committeg respectfully submit 
the following report : | 


The progress and success of the schools during the past 
school year have been fully equal to what they were in the pre- 
ceding year. ‘'wo short terms, one of a summer and another 
of a winter school, were not successful, partly through the short- 
comings and misconduct of the scholars, but mainly through the 
incompetency of the teachers. All the other school terms closed 
with results which were creditable to both teachers'and scholars, 


especially considering the smallness of the schools and the 


shortness of their terms of schooling. 


But there are several.defects in our schools which bhadorithan 


progress, and prevent the good results which we should expect 
from them, and which, therefore, should be pointed out.in this 
report. The most serious of these defects is a lack of school 
government, especially over some disorderly and viciously dis- 
posed scholars. As one diseased sheep infects the whole flock, 
so one such scholar, who is suffered to ‘persist in his disor derly 
and vicious conduct, infects the whole school, and in some 
instances does more evil in it than a well-disposed teacher can 
do good. Some advance in the recitations of a school can be 
no adequate offset against the:moral poison which is likely to be 
infused into it by a disorderly, profane, or otherwise viciously 
disposed scholar, who 1s suffered to browbeat the teacher and to 
set his authority at defiance. Some degree of this evil is not 
uncommon ‘in our schools, and ‘is likely to increase unless a 
seasonable and effectual check shall.be put upon it. For this 


purpose it must be made an indispensable condition of scholars’ - 


enjoying the privilege of attending our schools, that they cheer- 
fully and unreservedly comply with all the pig lakh and 
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regulations which are prescribed for their conduct therein. Any 
scholar, who will persist in disregarding and violating these rules 
and regulations, must be promptly suspended from the school 
till.he give a reliable promise of good behavior on his restora- 
tion to the school. | 

Another defect in our schools is the prevalence of mechanical 
and rote teaching. ‘Too much dependence is put upon merely 
memorizing the words of the text-books, without any real and 
appreciative apprehension of their meaning. Reading has been 
too mechanical, consisting mainly in the utterance of words and 
sentences without any proper attention to their meaning or to 
the subjects of the reading lessons; whereas, the purpose of 
reading, as a branch of study in our schools, should be to acquire 
a knowledge of words so as to understand the thoughts which 
they express, to gain the power to express these thoughts with 
proper tones, inflections, and emphasis, and to acquire a love of 
reading. With this purpose constantly and practically in view, 
reading as a branch of study becomes a rich source of mental, 
esthetic, and moral cultivation. But, by the prevalence of me- 
chanical and rote teaching, this and all the branches of study 
are deprived of their power to develop, strengthen, and enrich the 
mind. To remedy this defect in the operation of our schools, 
we must put into them only such teachers as are qualified to 
give oral instruction and familiar illustrations in all the branches 
of study which are taught in them. | 

For giving a comparative view of the schools, a scale of 


merit, ranging from perfect, indicated by 10, down to very defec- 


tive, indicated by 5, has been adopted to indicate the judgment 
which the superintending committee formed of each class in 
them at the closing examination of their several terms.
